With night cames cessation of hostilities.

Postage stamps bills are beginning to get In 
general cireulation here, and considerable 
supplice have already been sent to @ifferent 
perts of the country. The supply is yet, how- 
ever, very far from equal to the demand, and 
there is & great pressure on the department ia 
consequence. Secretary Chase received one 
letter to-day urgently requesting an amount 
of emall chaage ip certsia rural districts, one 
mab proposing to tuke $250 worth of the small 
bills ard pay the secretary half per wt, 
premium on it if would on'y promise to 
give him the monopoly, sed not send avy 
more to otber es in that locality. Simi- 
lar bri!liant positions come from other 
quarters. 

Government contractors corroborate recent 
statements about the willisgacss of the war 
department to renew contracts which it broke 
off months ago. Plenty of contractors arc 
ready to manufacture the Spring deld musket 
in large quantities at once; but they insist 
upon much larger prices than those manalac- 
tured at the SpriogGeld arsenal cost. The 
net cost of this arm is about thirteen dollars 
anda halt; the government thinks sizteca 
dollars is enough to pay coutractors. They 
ash more.

A ceptain im the Purnell Legion, in Colonel 
Simpéon's regiment, was lying bid in a house 
by the railroad track, and heard Gen. S:uart 
give posituve orders to spare Gen. McDowell's 
baggage train, but size Gen. Pope's, aad 
destroy what was not of pudlic Importance. 
The order was impilicitiy obeyed. Although 
the wagons of Geo. McDowe!l and King werm 
close at band, they were pot, disturbed, but 
everything in Gen. Pope’s was turned oat, his 
official papers sorted vut and carried off, aad 
his letters from his wife and other private in- 
dividuals strewn over the ground or torn into 


bite. 

The Fredericksburg correspondent of the 
New York Tribune, dating Sunday, says: 
Murketry firing was beard this morning. A 
contraband who came in jesterday reports 
that our troops were licking the rebels, and 
that we bad ured 13 guns. A lieuteoant 
of cavalry came tn lest evening aad corrodor- 
the contraband’s story, bul says the an 
ber of guns Gaptured was sixteen, and that 
Stovewsll Jackson's forches reached the 

ock at Bennett's Ford, some eigh- 
teen or twenty miles from here, a part of Mc- 
Dowe I's forces were on the south bank of the 
river. He says they secreted themselves uoder 
cover of the woods, and that Jackson's forces 
passed them and attempted to ferd the river, 
while fn the attempt Gen, Pope's troops 
opened a destructive fire, and at the same 
time McDoweil’s men threw themselves on 
thelr rear, thas bringing them between two 
free. This officer cays this portion of Jack- 
son's forces (fhe can’t eay how many,) were 
eutirely arninilated, and tuat the river was red 
with rebel blood.
